1. Senator Jackson, at my request, pitched is to have 
the Communications Reciprocity Act, H. R. 11732, reported out 
of the Senate Commerce Committee during the absence of Its 
Chairman, Senator Magnuson. It was reported out favorably 
and passed by the Senate on 2 October. 

2 . Senator Jackson's two Subcommittee staff people, 
Dorothy Fosdick and Robert Tufts, met on Wednesday for an 
hour and a half for a briefing on interrelationships of CIA and 
other departments. Mr. Karameesines was present for part of 
the time and Mr. Crltchfield conducted the principal briefing.
